The Student Senate seems to have a 
penchant for constructing Gordian knots 
with its official business. Unfortunately, 
instead of cutting through them, the 
senate tries to untangle the knots, merely 

getting tangled up in the process 
This time the knot is a student 
appointment to the Academic Senate. In 
the past the appointment has been made 
by the student body president and 
confirmed by the senate. This year the 
senate discovered that they were the onts 
who were supposed to make the 
appointment, not the president. Lo, they 
had been duped these past years. And 


here is where the plot thickens—like 
molasses and twice as sticky 

Three nominees for the appointment 
‘were presented to the Senate— Nick 
Sohrakoff, Dick Woods, and Phil 
Swearingen. 

After discussion by and about the 


candidates, George Raya, chairman of the 
student senate, called for a vote. The 
ballots were cast in secret and Woods was 
announced the winner. Woods and the 
other nominees then left the meeting. 

After they had left, another senator, 
Tim Kennedy asked Raya what the vote 
was. Raya responded that it was 4-3-3. 
Kennedy, who supported Sohrakoff, 
objected to the election of Woods on the 
grounds that Woods lacked a majority of 
the vote. 

Here Raya valiantly defended his 
position, stating that when he said 
majority he really meant plurality. The 
rest of the senate decided to overrule the 
chair and declare that when Raya says 
majority, Raya means majority. Raya was 
overruled by a vote of 4-2 with four 
senators abstaining, obviously unable to 
decide what Raya meant when he said 
majority. 

The senate decided to have another 
ballot for the appointment. At this 
crucial moment, Rick Ottowa, one of the 
senators, left the meeting 

Before a vote was taken, however, Raya 
permitted further debate on candidates’ 
qualifications while the candidates were 
absent. This would have been a violation 
of proper procedure even if the 
candidates had been present, which they 
were not. 

After this additional debate, a vote was 
held and Woods defeated, losing to 
Swearingen (Sohrakoff was eliminated in 
a preliminary run-off) by a vote of 5-4. It 
has not been determined who Ottowa, 
the senator who left the meeting, 
originally supported 

As if circumstances were not already 
complicated, Woods, who left the 
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meeting under the impression he was the 
appointee, was not notified of the change 
until two days after the meeting. Needless 
to say, Woods was disturbed 

It appears, however, that Woods has no 
recourse in the matter since the vote 
defeating him, despite the hazy

circumstances surrounding it, was itself a

The senate meanwhile has delegated a 
committee to draft a formai balloting 
procedure to prevent such further 
happenings. The Senate meets again this 
afternoon, 3 p.m. in the Ribera Room. 


Federal guidelines for 
business pollution a must 


NEW YORK (AP)-Can American 
business on its own transfrom its goals to 
meet demands for better air and water, 
for safe streets, efficient mass transit and 
better education and health? Or is 
legislation needed” 

Having served as president and vice 
chairman of Ford Motor Company, and 
as the present dean of Stanford 
University’s Graduate School of Business, 
Arjay Miller qualifies to suggest an 
answer, This is it 

“Business must recognize that it cannot 
meet new consumer demands in the 
public goods area by working alone, and 
that a high degree of government 
participation is necessary.”’ Miller, in a 
speech prepared for a meeting today of 
The Conference Board, illustrates the 
difficulties facing a company that 
attempts to provide an answer to a public 
problem, in this case, safety 
On its own initiative, Miller relates, Ford 
introduced its 1956 models through an 
advertising campaign in which the major 
element was an emphasis on newly 
designed safety features 
Customers didn't 
campaign. Sales were 
anticipated, creating an intolerable 
competitive situation. And so, Miller 
States, there was “a predictable shift in 
advertising away from safety.” 

It wasn’t until congressional hearings led 
to legislation establishing safety standards 
that all producers and buyers had to 
accept, says Miller, that progress was 
made on the issue of safety 
Now, he maintains, the 
clean air and water demands that 
government set precise standards. “For 
any program to be fully effective,” he 
states, “compliance must not be a matter 
of option.” 

Some people might believe this rather 
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unusual thinking for a man who spent 22 
years in the automotive industry, and 
who only in the past year or so left it for 
the academic world. Especially so, since 
that industry is row wrestling with what 
it believes are harsh government 
standards. 

Not at all. More so than others, 
businessmen today recognize that the 
great environmental issues of the day 
demand that government standards be 
applied. But what person or institution 
encourages restrict4one on its activities’ 

In this sense, business is no different 
than others. It concedes that the issues 
are pressing and must be resolved. It 
knows what must be done to resolve 
them. It even is anxious to begin; but it 
fears its competition won't. 

The answer, obviously, is that standards 
must be set and obeyed by all. This, 
however, means that some agency must 
set and enforce the standards, and that 
agency, in all probability, must be the 
government.

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FBI arrest 
Angela Davis 


WASHINGTON AP - The FBI announced 
Tuesday night the arrest of Angela 
Yvonne Davis, the admitted Communist 
sought in connection with an attempted 
California jail break in which a judge and 
two convicts were kiiled. 

FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 
announced that Miss Davis was taken into 
custody in a New York motel early 
Tuesday evening. 

The announcement said Miss Davis was 
wearing a dark jacket and skirt and a 
‘shorthaired wig. She was unarmed and 
offered no resistance. Miss Davis was 
added on August 18 to the FBI's list of 
Ten Most Wanted Fugitives. She has been 
accused of buying guns used in the 
attempt on August 7 to free three San 
Quentin convicts undergoing trial in San 
Rafael, California. 

She has been charged with unlawful 
flight to avoid prosecution of state 
charges of murder and kidnaping. 

Superior Court Judge Harold J. Haley, 
two of the convicts and the man who 
brought the weapon into the courtroom, 
Jonathan Jackson, were killed in a 
shootout. 





Sticky stars and 
stripes situation 


A Sacramento State College student 
who survived a three year hitch in the US 
Marine Corps unscathed has run afoul of 
the law here in the capital city while 
selling pottery, personal items and an 
American flag at a Folsom Boulevard flea 
market 

Robin Crown, a 26-year-old senior 
majoring in government, was arrested by 
policeman Luther Linebarger after 15 or 
20 “red-neck types” threatened to throw 
him out «f the flea market auction area 
because he was using a 6-by~4 foot flag to 
cover a display table. 

The flag was for sale, Crown reported to 
the Hornet. 

Crown said he was getting ready to leave 
the market when Linebarger came up 
close and snarled, “I’m going to give you 
three minutes to get that stuff off the 
table and get out,” adding that the only 
two ways to display the flag are either on 
a flag pole or over a coffin. 


- When the cop returned, Crown said he 


was still displaying his flag in the hopes 
that “someboy would buy it.” Linebarger 
then folded the flag improperly, Crown 
said, and ordered Crown not ‘o desecrate 
the flag. 

“That's my flag and I think you are des- 
ecrating it by touching it,” Crown told 
Linebarger. 

Crown then threw the flag over his 
shoulder, without comment, in thé direc- 
tion of his other belongings. The flag 
landed in the dirt and Crown was arrested 
under section 614d of the Military and 
Veterans Code. 

A quote which appeared in the 
Sacramento Union, “This is what | think 
of your rag,” was incorrect, Crown 
asserted. He supposedly made the remark 
before tossing the flag over his shoulder. 

“He (the cop) read my mind and since 
he knew my intent, he just put it into 
words for me,”’ Crown told the Hornet. 

Crown, who faces up to six months in 
jail if convicted, said he feels sorry for the 
cop, whom he feels lied in filing the arrest 
report 

Some offers of assistance have come 
from the SSC community since the inci- 
dent, Crown said, and as yet no negative 
feedback

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“Current irresponsible and 
Ul-informed attacks on the state’s 
teacher tenure law are putting 
California schools in danger of 
becoming unprotected targets for 
radical political and social 
interests, and a spoils system.’

Fraternity rush meets with success 


Relevancy is a major issue today 
for most college students. 
Probably no group of students has 
had to face this proolem as often 
as those involved in Greek life, the 
fraternities and sororities. 


This is a period when students 
are concerned with the relevancy 
of their college life and the cost of 
it. The additional expense of time 
and money involved in pledging is 
a prime consideration for those 
contemplating membership 


Now that rushing is over on the 
SSC campus, the fraternities have 
fared better than last year with an 


increase in pledge membership, 
with 100 our of 150 rushees 
pledging a fraternity of their 
choice. When asked to account for 
the increase the IFC President 
stated that “students have come 
to realize that fraternitics aren’t 
just social cliques and that we 
don’t haze pledges any more.” He 
went on to note that the fraternal 
organizations are still fighting the 
old fraternity stereotypes of years 


ago. He also stated that the cost 
to pledge a fraternity ranges from 
$45-$80 and membership dues 
range from $15-$18 a month 


depending on the fraternity 

On the advantages of 
membership he noted that the 
fraternity offers the average 
student “a tool to better himself 
socially.” 

The future of Greek life? “If the 
fraternity continues to progress 
and change it won't die, it must 
hold éxpénsés down and continue 
group ihteraction which enables 
members to get along more 
readily and to adjust.” He noted 
that it is most important that 
people should not “cut them 
(fraternities) down unless they've 
seen them”.

The SOS (Student Overseas 
Services) placement offices in 
Luxembourg, Europe, screens and 
places every applicant and obtains 
the required work permits and 
other documents needed by each 
student. SOS also provides a brief 
onentation in Luxembourg before 
students go out to their individual 
jobs 

Jobs and work permits are given 


on a first come, first served basis 
so students interested in seeing 
Europe from the inside, and 
earning money instead of 
spending it while they are there 
should apply early to allow SOS 
plenty of time to obtain for them 
a job of their choice and to 
complete processing of the 
necessary permits and papers 
Students in this area may obtain 
job application forms, job listings 
and descriptions, the SOS 
handbook on earning a summer 
abroad, and a free copy of 
Euronews by sending thier name, 
address, school, and $1! (for 
airmail return of some of the 
material from Europe) to 
SOS-Student Overseas Services, 
P.O. Box 5173, Santa Barbara.

Not that Sacramento State is a 
particularly ‘‘potential time 
bomb” as campuses go these days, 
but then again everyone is usually 
sensitive to something 


Campus security is maintained 
by a special police force who are 
responsible to a large degree for 
parking lot control, building 
security and a smoothly operating 
campus. They are conscientious in 
their parking Jot supervision, 
though in some ways their control 
over their other areas of 
responsibility fall short of the 
expected performance. But 
criticism of the campus security 
force really isn’t our objective 
here. The objective is the 
Sacramento Police Department

and their wanton violation of a 
verbal agreement set up in 
previous years concerning the 
autonomy of the campus from 
local police supervision 


It is rather’ distressing to be 
walking across campus and run 
into a cop car cruising the 
sidewalks, not on the through 
Streets but the sidewalks of the 
college. Isn’t that the job of the 
campus security force? And, after 
all, isn’t this state property like 
the Capitol Building downtown 
which has its own special security 
force. And as far as we know, 
unless there is a threat against the 
building, local police never violate 
those state grounds 


If anyone has cause to drive 


through the campus during the 
weekend, an occasional patrol car 
can be seen traveling through, 
checking for traffic violators. But 
to jeopardize a workable 
college-ccommunity agreement by 
having a patrol car come on 
campus during the day to “check 
it out” shows insensitive disregard 
for the trust built up in previous 
years between the college and the 
local police department. 

It is for President Bernard Hyink 
to reassert this policy of 
autonomy, except in cases of 
emergency, i.e., (the Wells Fargo 
Campus. Commons tank robbery 
with the thieves on campus), and 
keep the campus in harmonious 
order. Police cars on campus can 
only be a disruptive influence
